I1. The location of the capital of our conn.
try is foreed upon our consideration by a
serious and formidable agitation in the Groat
West. The qulstion must evidently be mat;
and it should be considered and settled be-
fore new expendilures are authorized looking
to the aggrandizement of Washington eity.
For, should the capital be removed, all that
the million just voted by the SBenate will buy
or producd could not be sold for £100,000,
It were improvidence ard prodigality to dis-
burse a on for such objects and not Lnan
that we are to get our money's worth, *‘First
be sure you're right, tken go ahead!™ is the
true rule,

III. We all know that the United States of
1870 is a very different country than the
United States of 1770, The latter had less
than four millions of people, the former has
forty milliens, The latter was bonnded weost-
ward by the Mississippi and southward by the
Alta a, covering an area of less than one
million square miles, The former extends
to the Gulf of Mexico and the mounth of the
Rio Grande del Norte, to the Pacifie, to
Pugel’s Sound, and to Behring's Straits, and
is obviously destined to still further enlarge-
ment at an early day. If, therefore, it were
unquestioned that Washington City ware
the best possible location for our capital
seventy or eighty years ngo, it by no means
follows that it remains so. On the contrary,
tho presumption is irresistible that acoessions
of territory which have at least trebled the
area of our Union demand a reconsider tion
of that point.

IV. We do not consider the geographical
centre of this or any other country neces.
sarily the fittest location for its capital. If
it were, London, Paris, St. Peteraburg, Rio
Janeiro, and most other great capitals are
deplorably misplaced. Other things being

:znnl, the geographical centre has obvious |

vantages; but other things are never, or
very rarely, equal. The capital of a great
nation should be a great, intuﬁigent. wonlthy
city. It should have such resonrces inde-
pondent of Government as to support an
able, independent, powerful press. It
should proffer ample and attractive mccom-
modations to wvisitors and sojourners, and
not require them to pay for three months’
use the cost of nine months' waiting. It
should have ready and cheap access to inex-
haustible supplies of food, bnilding mata-
rials, ete., oz:. It should proffer cheap and
swift tn.luAporhtion to every part of the
country. Above all, it should have a busi-
ness and industry so vast that the patronage
of the Government should be a flea-bite in
comparison, so as not to train up its popula-
tion to the one pursuit of boring gimlet-holes
into the Treasury for the supply of their per-
sonal wants, and then secking to enlarge
them to auger-holes as rapidly as possible.

V. Capitals arbitrarily located, and thence
often numwed after their founder, have always
groved mistakes. Witness Constantinople,

t. Petersburg, Washington. A Government
should accept the national metropolis, and
never attempt to create one.

VI Our judgment that New York isthe
natural and proper ecapital of the Union is
based on general and permanent considera-
tions. This city is more readily and cheaply
reached from all parts of our country than
any other point on that conntry's sarfacs. If
all the men likely ever to be sent to Con-
gress were separately asked, “In case you
should be required to spend a winter away
from home, where would you prefer that it
should be?"’ three-fourths of them would
answer, “In New York.” So wounld nine-
tenths of the ambassadors sent bither from
Europe. Every variety of entertainment is
to be had here in greater abundance and of
better average quality than elsewhers on this
continent. Our theatres, music-halls, parks,
drives, clubs, ete,, are better and ampler than
any other, Almost every element u!l refined,
elegant, luxurious living is to be had here in
greater abundance than elsewhere, and at
prices generally cheaper,

VIL. New York does not aspire to be the
capital. Bhe never put forth exertions to that
end. We believe no Congress has met in
this city since 1787. But sinoe the West has
initialed an agitation for removal, we su gast
that the whole question is opened, and lﬁnt it
is a very broad one. Let it be thoronghly
considered and definitively settled. And now
is the acceptled time,

VIIL A grand committes of Congress
should be constituted by joint action of the
two houses, to which this subject should be
referred, and ample time given for its careful
consideration. Let every locality have a
patient hearing, and let every element that
should enter into the ealculation be nocorded
its due weight. If national economy and
general gonvenience may beé subserved by
removing the capital to St Louis, or to auy
other L, thither let it go, on condition
that such iomlity rovide the Government
with public grounds and edifices eqnal in
upulty, utility and wvalue to those it now
possesses st Washington, taking these in ex-

THE DARIEN SHIP OANAL PROJECT.
Fromiths N, Y. Herald

We bave had various unfavorable re
from the United Sintes ﬁnrwging Expodition
of the explorations of the Isthmus of Darien
in genrch of a route for a ship oanal between
the Lwo oceans, bul we have still entertained
a hope that a fensible route in that quarter
woiild be discoverad. It appears, however,
that Oaptain Selfridge in a recent despatoh
| says:—"Wae have finished surveying the
Darien aud found it impracticable for a ship
canal. 1 am now at work on the line from
the Gulfl of San Blas, about eighty miles east
of Aspinwall, with better prospects of sne-
cess, | expect to get throngh so that the ex.
pedition can return to the United States
nhout the middle of June.” This may be
cousidered as settling the question against
the isthmus ronte of Darien proper, and we
ara not very sanguine that a route will be
found in the neighborhood of San Blas more
feasible than that of the Aspinwalland Panama
Railroad,

The little Gulf of San Blas is abonut eight
miles down the Atlantic coast from Aspinwall,
and betweon that gulf and the great Bay of
| Panama on the Pacific we have the narrowest
part of the isthmus (about thirty-six miles
noross), which divides North from South
America. Several small streams from the
backbone of the Continent descond into the
| Gulf of Sau Blas, and it may be that some one
‘ of them intorlocks with the river Chepo,

which flows in the opposite direction from the
dividing ridge into Panamna Bay, This river
Chepo is a considerable stream, and is at
several points within fifteen imiles of
the Atlautie coast,s so that it is pro-
bable (hat some stream may be found on
| this side which opens a way, with a very
little eutting, throngh to the Chepo, and
by itas channels to the Pacifiec. Hence, we
presnme Captain Selfridge’s prospects of sue-
cesd in this quarter. We are, however, pre-
| pared for adverse reports, even from San
Bilas, hecanse the mouth of the river Chepo
is so convenient to the old city of Panama
that we think if, by following the course of
that river, an ensy outlet might be found
through to the Gulf of San Blas, the early
Spanish seltlers of Panama would have found
it. In anyevent this exploring expedilion of
Oaptain Selfridge will be very valuable to the
| civilized world in settling all geographical
doubta ns to the feasibility or impracticability
of a sbip ceoal at any point on the Darien
Istbmus belween the month of the Atfrato
river and Aspinwall, a distance along the At-
lantic coast of some three hundred miles.

We think it possible that a feasible canal
route will be discovered from the Gulf of San
Blas; but we apprehend, from the reason
suggested, that the backbone of the Conti-
pent in this narrow isthmus will be found
not to present anywhere the required depres-
sion for a through ticket by steamship with-
out snch a labor of locks and dams as to
render the canal too costly and tedious to pay.
Assuming that snch will be the result of the
explorations of Captain Selfridge’s competent
engineers, we shall be ecompelled to come
northward fo the Nicaragna route for our
interoceanic ship canal. Nor do we think

that a route exists for a ship canal between
the Atlantic and Pacific that has a fifth part
of the advantages of this route, and especially
From New York to
Ban Francisco it will be the saving over a ship
canal ut the Darien isthmus of over a thon-
sand miles; and to sailing vessels, from the
calms and baflling winds which prevail abount
Panema, it will be the saving of at least a
month in the voyage.

We have beretofore had oceasion to qnote

from the book of Commander Bedford Pim,
of the Dritish Navy, on “The Gate of the
Pacifie,” some of his opinions and estimates
of a sbip canal by the Nicaragua route, and
in the hope of drawing the attention of our
Government to this route we will draw again
upon this English explorer. He estimates
the cost of a ship canal from ocean to ocean,
one hundred and ninety-one miles, by the
Nicaragua route, substantially as follows: —

From the Atluntie, by canal along the
river San Jaan to the Luke Nicaraguo. . .£2 800,000
From the west side of the kake and to the

end of a tunnoel or cuton the Pacitic
T e T A e 1,500,000
Degcent to the Pacille,.. ... A Be0,000
Totad.....orr.., [ W £4,500,000

—or twenty-two millions, five hundred thou-
sand dollars. The level of Lake Nicaragua
above the vcean on either side 1s about three
hundred feet, which will have to be overcome
by locks; but unless a lower depression is
found between San Blas and Panama Bay
than three hundred feet or two hundred, this
elevation of Lake Nicaragua, taken into the
estimate, will not disturb the great advan-
tagen of this route over any other one,

The present Emperor Napoleon, in a pam-
phlet on this Nicaragna route for a ship
canal, written in 1547, says ef it:—**I'here
€xists in the Now World a State as admirably
adapted as Constantinople, and, we must say,
up to the present time as uselessly occupied
(for the control of the world's commmerce, he
means). We allude to the State of Nicaragua.
As Constantinople is the centre of the ancient
world, 8o is the town of Leon, or rather
Masseya (in Niearagua) the centre of the
new; ard if the tongue of land (ffteen miles)
which separates its two lakes from the
Pscifie Ocean were cut through (he means
that the San Juan river, up into Lake Nioca-
ragua, as it is, wonld answer for the time
being), sie would command, by her central
position, the entire coast of North and Souath
America. Like Constantinople, Massaya is
situated between two extensive natural har-
bors (the two lakes) capable of giving shelter
to the largest fleets, safe from attack, The
State of Nicaragua ecan become, better than
Constantinople, the necessary route for the
great commerce of the world,"” and much

more to the same effect,

‘ In the event, then, of the failure to dis.
cover any available route at the Darien isth-
| mus for a ship canal, we would urge upon

General Grant an active mevement in  behalf

of a canal over the Nicaragna route as the

only available interoseanio canal ronte on the

Continent, and as the route whish, from its

geographical position, is the best of all routes

for the United States.

and it is donbtful if even Miss Anthony, on
the one hand, or Mrs, Lmoy Stone Blackwell
en the other, could give an in elligible ac-
count of how the honse of suffrage came to
be divided agninst itself, or what was tho
origin of the war which now rages so flarcaly
between the female factions. Not that we
wish to invite either of those exosllent ladiss
to such a disclesure, On the contrary, it is
deeply to be deprecated, in the interast of
humanity at large. We only snggest it to
show that mere human newspaper writers
may besitate to rush in where such angols
fear to tread, and that the grounds of quarral
which the participants in it fail to recall are
neither discoverable by extraneous porsons
nor of interest to them. And even if the ex-
citing eause of the Cleveland eonvention
conld be made known, the case has sines basn
so hopeleasly muddled hy the interposition
and attempted mediation of a third party that
nobody can declare to which of the conven-
tions which have now ceased to vex the ears
and newspapers of men was confided, either
by right or by authority, the eare of the cause
which both professed to promote.

Dut, remitting the origin and the ethics of
the dispute to thoe region of the unknowable,
it is permitted us to point out that the con-
vention over which Mr. Tilton presided, and
which appropriately assembled itsalf in Apollo
Hall, presents itself to us as the rapresenta-
tive of New York, and that the hostile camp
commanded by Mr, Beechor was, whether or
not exclusively a Boston body, animated by
a purely Bostonian spirit.

THE PARTY OF PROGRESS.

The whole e¢ivilized world is making
marked Erugmaa in political affairs—so
marked, that onr era will be a memorable one
in history for the popular reforms which have

been and are still be.l.lif'ro ht out, Within
the last twenty years, Europe been stirred

to the acceptance of radical changes in almost
every quarter; while in our own country, and
within a decade, we have moved in that direc-
tion with a rapidity which is astenishing to
all observers. We ean only ascribe this pro-
gress, in a few words, to the wholesoms

rowth and activity of public opinion, which
Eau been able to overcome the resistance of
conservatism and intrenched prescription. In
England, again, a constant struggle has been
going on by progressive men in behulf of
reforms for half a century; but it is only re-
cently that substantial success has been
achieved. In our own country, the struggle
has been going on longer, and has but just
culminated. Tiuth nations are in the very
midst of their reform achievements, and both
rely for success upon progressive men.

With us, those men constitute the Republi-
can party, and render it the party of true
progress, We do not mean to allude to
wild theories, which are the fruit of mere im-

ulse, or a8 it has been defined, ‘‘ignorance
inflamed by prejudice;” we refer to a thonght-
ful and cautious acceptance of well-proved
necessities, The past record of our party—
brief as it has besn—has afforded a marked
illustration of steady growth of ideas and
purposes. The standards of policy which
it adopted in 1356 were feeble and uncertain
compared with those which were asserted in
the campaign of 1860, When we recall the
platform upon which Lincoln was first
elected, the sentiments of conociliation ex-
pressed by him in his inaugoral, and the
subsaquent timid action of the Hepublican

The cause of the very marked difference in
the result in Kansas and in Vermont is seen
at a glanoce, In Kansas the campaign was con-
duoted under the personal supervision of that
daring genius and dashing orator, George
Francis Train, while in Vermont it was
managed by Mr, Henry B, Blackwell.
